"The enemy are again closing in and 
the situa am is one of grave anxiety. 
Beyond doubt the Hoer retirement yes­ 
terday (Monday) was a ruse to draw 
General White into the hilly country 
and away from the British camp*.” 
This last sentence is significant aud 
couhrnib the opinion of military experts 
here that Cit ueral W hite is allow ing 
huns. ii to be outgeneraled by Com­ 
mandant General Joubert.
